Angeles area Skinheads, tnat tni COTC is conducting training 
which includes weapons and explosives training. This COTC 
training is for a "Racial Holy War" (RAHOWA). 

In a booklet entitled The Little White Book authored by 
BEN KLASSEN, RAHOWA is identified as the one word in which we sum 
up the total goal and program of not only the COTC, but of the 
total white race and it is this: We take up the challenge and we 
gird for total war against the Jews and the rest of the god 
damned mud races of the world—politically, militantly, 
financially, morally, and religiously. We regard RAHOWA as a 
holy war to the finish, a racial holy war. It is the ultimate 
and only solution.

The COTC is a white supremacist organization based in 
Otto, North Carolina, that espouses a violent anti-semitic and 
anti-black philosophy. The COTC purports to be a racial 
religion, but it expressly excludes a supreme being. This church 
also borrows liberally from the Nazi National Socialism 
philosophy but includes all white nationalities. The official 
COTC position advocates no unlawful acts, but rather preparation 
for a racial holy war.

The complex covers approximately 26 acres and a boarded 
fence restricts view of the structures. 

Racial Lovaltv is a monthly newspaper edited by and 
directed by KLASSEN and members of the COTC. This newspaper 
states it is dedicated to the survival, expansion, and 
advancement of the white race. Prior investigation determined 
that approximately 25,000 copies of the newspaper are mailed 
monthly.

Recent contact with a local law enforcement agency In 
the Milwaukee, Wisconsin area which is familiar with the 
captioned group, determined that the membership in the COTC and 
activities associated with it have declined since the death of 
BEN KLASSEN and a move of the COTC headquarters to Niceville, 
Florida. 


It is known that in April, 1994, approximately six 
individuals claiming membership in the COTC got together for 
target practice with semi-automatic rifles. It was reported that 
this session lacked any real structure and was simply a reason to 
“drink beer and shoot guns" rather than having any obvious 
terrorist significance. 


It was further mentioned that typical members of this 
group tend to be younger (18 - 24 year old) white males who claim 
concurrent membership in other similar racial hate groups.

On February 18, 1992, the charlotte Division of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI) initiated a preliminary 
inquiry on the COTC in order to corroborate information provided 
by two Los Angeles FBI Cooperating Witnesses (CWs) regarding 
information received from Los Angeles area Skinheads, that the 
COTC was conducting training which includes weapons and 
explosives training. This COTC training was for a "Racial Holy 
War" (RAHOWA). 

In a booklet entitled The Little White Book , authored 
by BEN KLASSEN, RAHOWA is identified as follows: 

"...the one word in which we sum up the total 
goal and program of not only the COTC, but of 
the total white race and it is this: We take 
up the challenge and we gird for total war 
against the Jews and the rest of the god 
damned mud races of the world—politically, 
militantly, financially, morally, and 
religiously. We regard RAHOWA as a holy war 
to the finish, a racial holy war. It is the 
ultimate and only solution." 

The COTC is a white supremacist organization (formerly 
based in Otto, North Carolina (NC)) which espouses a violent 
anti-Semitic and anti-black philosophy. The COTC purports to be 
a racial religion, but it expressly excludes a supreme being. 
This church also borrows liberally from the Nazi National 
Socialism philosophy, but includes all white nationalities. The 
official COTC position advocates no unlawful acts, but rather 
preparation for a racial holy war. 


The files of the Charlotte Office of the FBI reveal 
that BERNARD (BEN) KLASSEN (Deceased), white male, Date of Birth 
February 20, 1918, P.O. Box 400, Otto, NC, was a retired real 
estate developer who came to North Carolina in 1982 from Florida 
and began building his COTC for the national dissemination of 
books, pamphlets, and brochures which advocate white supremacy.

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KLASSEN was the President of the COTC which is his "Creativity 
Center".

The 
complex covered approximately 26 acres and a boarded fence 
restricted view of the structures. 


Racial Lovaltv was a monthly newspaper edited and 
directed by KLASSEN and members of the COTC. This newspaper 
stated it was dedicated to the survival, expansion, and 
advancement of the white race. Prior investigation determined 
that approximately 25,000 copies of the newspaper were mailed 
monthly. 


Investigation in the Charlotte Division has determined

Like the 
ancient Romans, we believe that under certain 
circumstances suicide is an honorable way to 
die rather than live on in shame, humiliation 
or captivity."

TO LEARN ABOUT THE ROOTS Of THE CHURCH OF THE CREATOR. ONE HAS 
to travel to western Nor* Carolina, to the tiny rural town of Otto, juri shy of 
the Georgia border. It's a pretty place, dolled with miditowers and surround¬ 
ed by rolling hills. The community, too email to be incor¬ 
porated as a dty. consists of a couple of gas stations, a few 
craft shops, a home-style restaurant, post office, Ilea mar¬ 
ket and country musk hall. 

For more than a decade, It was alto the home of Ben 
Klsuen, founder and driving force behind the Church of 
the Creator. Klauen, who first registered the COTC in 
1975 In Ugh*ouse Point, Fla., moved to Otto perma¬ 
nently In 1982. There, on ha 22-acre property, he built a 
house of wonhlp, an oddly shaped threc-uory church, 
complete with the COTC. white-power insignia. He abo 
* built a small warehouse, for stockpiling the group's exten¬ 

sive array of publications, and a llltle-uaed school for gifted 
(while) boy. 

According to townsfolk, Klauen was intelligent, philo¬ 
sophical and quiet, a polite man Who kept to himself. He 
lived with his wife and daughter in a large but simple 
A-frame home overlooking ht> chutth. In a secluded tub- 
development whose entrance bear. *e rign: PRIVATE 
ROAD, PROPERTY OWNERS ONLY, NO TRESPASSING. 

But if Klauen wasn't active In Otto, hi. idea, were we* 
known around town. "I got along with Ben Just fine. Now. 
I sure didn't get along wi* hit beliefs, but f figured he had a nght to them." 
ray. J J Ayer., a Klauen neighbor juri hack from Sunday service at the local 
Baptist diureh. "He'd get all stirred up about the n—r» and the Jew.—be 
hated them. And he made that pretty dear," add. the 79-year-old farmer. The 
community left him lo his own device. As one longtime resident of this dry 
Bible Belt county explained: "Our pastor told us Just to sit Mill and not As 
anything and lei Cod take care of II" 

Ben KJauen wa. bom in Ukraine lo German-speaking Mennonlte parent. 
His family, described In his books as “early vktlms of Jewish Communism." 
lived briefly in Mexico and then moved to Canada, where he earned a degree 
In electrical engineering and a bachelor of arts. In 1945. Klauen Killed in 
the United State. and became a citizen three year, later. He had a varied 
career. He was a farmer, a schoolteacher, a nickel miner, an engineer, a real¬ 
tor and a Republican state assemblyman in Florida for a short time. Kiassert 
was also the Inventor of one of the first electric can opener, and. in later life, 
an accomplished ofl painter. (Speculation over where KJasun's money was 
made—he admitted pouring a small fortune Into the COTC—is divided be¬ 
tween the can opener and real estate.) But Klauen'. greatest achievement, he 
believed, was creating a religion for the white race, a group he dubbed "Na¬ 
ture's Finest." 

Disillusioned by the ultxacoroervative John Birch Society, to which he be¬ 
longed during the J 960s, and fed up with party politics after working on the 
1988 presidential campaign of Ceorge Wallace's American Independent 
Parry, Klassen developed his own Ideology. In 1958, when he was 20, he had 
borrowed “Mein KampT' from the library. "The book... was to Influence my 
life more than any other,” he wrote later. It took another 30 yean, but it was at 
this young age that “the vague outline." for his ''full-fledged racial religion for 
the White Volk” began to take shape. That religion would become Creativity. B 
creed that maintains that one's race is one's religion. 

"It is hard lo tcD at this point in history whether the n—-re. or the Mexicans, 
or the Cubans, or the Haitians are the biggest threat to the While Race tn 
America,'wrote Klauen in a July, 1990, Issue of Racial Loyalty. "The point is 
they all are, as are the... other mud race, who are starving in their own coun¬ 
tries and want to get on the back, of the While Man's generous subsidy." 

Klassen was not, by most accounts, a cha rismatic leader. In public appear* 
antes, he favored a bolo lie wi* the COTCt emblem and a painted-on Hitler- 
atyfe mustache. But he was a prolific writer. During his 20 yean a. head of the 
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OOTC. her pufiped out mast 
propaganda at l prodigious 
rare—mare than 15 books, rv 
duding the organisation's 
three acred use "The White 
Han't Bible." “Nature's tier- 
lot Religion* and "Sahibriova 
Living,* ■ guide to healthy 
habits for while warriors that 
be co-authored.

Though Kluuen didn't 
knew k at the erne, hb writings 
w ould later potltion the 
COTC as a front-runner in the 
new world order of radon.

Although Klataen claimed 
that hb creation wat a religion, 
be had mixed success convinc¬ 
ing government officials of 
that notion. In 1882. when he 
built hit church in Otto, the 
organization was granted tax 
exemption "as a bona fide 
nonprofit religious organiza¬ 
tion" from the North Carolina 
Department of Revenue—a

ly What Klassen failed to malic

JEREMIAH (JEREMY) KNESAL OF AUBURN 
Wash., hxs a long juvenile record with a rac¬ 
ist benL KnesaJ. 19 and awaiting sentencing 
in a Northern California prison, is a recent 
COTC convert who look its prophecy of a 
racial holy war very much to heart. In fact, 
he tried to sun one. But after Ills side trip to 
a J.C. Penney store in a faded attempt 10 
steal jeans, T-shlns and underwear, the race 
war that was just beginning was all over. 

It was a summer day In Salinas, a small farm 
community south of San Francisco, and Kne- 
sal got busted for shoplifting. A routine police 
search of Knesd’s car turned dut dime-a-dor- 
en arrest into a large-scale investigation in¬ 
volving the FBI, the U.S. Attorney's Office 
and the Bureau of AJcoliol. Tobacco and Tiro 
arms. Inside his 1987 green Volvo were three 
meui pipe bombs, four loaded rifles, ammu¬ 
nition. racist literature, military-style clothing 
and wigs. The car also contained a certificate 
from die Church of the Creator. KnesaJ wai 
"a member in good standing." 

ll didn’t take long fur Kneed to spill die beans. He told an FBI agent, who up 
KnesaJ was "very proud" to be a COTC reverend and state director, dial lie had 
bombed die NAACP building In Tacoma a week eailicr. He also admitted tar¬ 
geting a Seattle gay bar. according to FBI Agent Joluv Zent, wlvcre an explosion 
had occurred a few days later. (No one was liurt in ddicr blase) Court docu¬ 
ments reveal due KnesaJ. along with two other wliite supremacists not conn co¬ 
ed to die COTC. intended to start a race war in a battleground ranging fron 
Oregon to die U-S.-CarudUn border. The trio planned to murder black rap 
artists Ict-Tand Ice Cube and to bomb synagogues and military installations. 

KnesaJ snitched on Wayne Wooten, 18. also of Auburn, who along with Jerr 
my was arrested on explosives and firearms charges in Salinas (lliey have not )a 
been charged in Use Wasliington crimes), and lie implicated a third man—the 
alleged ringleader, ex-convict Mark Kowaaldu. 24. wlio was bier picked up » 
Seattle. Ill (Xtnbcr, Kowaobki pleaded guilty to lire Tacoma NAACP bulMblttf 
On Dee. 1. Wooten pleaded guilty to one felony count and KnesaJ to four 
counts. KnesaJ faces a maximum sentence of 35 years in prison and more than 
$1 million in fines. 

When lie was arrested. KnesaJ perfectly fit die profile of a recent COTC re¬ 
cruit. He favored the skiniiead look: shaved head, Hoe Martens boots and racist 
tattoos, wltidi, according to Zent, "cover lus body from die neck ufi down to ha 
ankles aod out to his wrists." 1 le was alTilbted witli more dun one raevu group.

A worthy warrior in the race war, Knesal is also a confused and troubled 
teen. I Ic has a prior conviction for malicious harassment of a latino. But ha 
father. Cordon Knesal, describes him as a “great kid" who always treated Con 
don’s fiancee, Adriana Pittaluga, a Latina, with kindness and respect. “Me lis¬ 
tened to her more titan he would listen to nse." says Use elder Knesal, a Seattle 
resident. “I adore die kid,'* chimes in Pituluga. wlio has two children of Iter 
own. "When I talk widi him (from prison) he tells me he misses me and the 
kids so much and he doesn't stop crying.** Knesal had other good—and 
close—relationships with minorities: his mother remarried an African Amer¬ 
ican man with whom Jeremy went fishing and hunting. One of his best friends 
was another African American who taught him how to be a cowboy. 

Cordon Knesal. who gst custody of his son Jeremy at age 3S, Im scare! ted foi 
a reason for his child's behavior. He says the only motivation die teen-ager 
might lave for hating people of color was dial l>c was beat¬ 
en up by several black men wlule skateboardinga few yean 
ago. But Jeremy’s racist inclinations were not tolerated at 
home, says Ills father, who repi imanded him on several 
occasions. "I tried everything,*' says Cordon, lib voice 
sounding both weary and sad, **1 couldn’t get through." 

*nte COTC b especially attractive to young people like 
Knesal. experts say, because die group's dogma offers a 
reason for their failures. "We see a lot of kitb in schools 
hurting, people can't get jobs, they're worded about 
crime, unlimited numbers of immigrants, this gives cause 
to a lot of people," says KlanwatcJi’s Welch. "And some¬ 
one b listening. 1 dunk white Americans do fed left ool" 

Today's racist organisations arc often less structured 
and more decentralized than traditional lute groups. 

Now. the elder statesmen of lute provide a bask frame¬ 
work of beliefs for a younger generation of racists, who are 
being encouraged to sun a worldwide while revolution on 
their own. Jeremy Knesal nuy luve fdt like a mover and 
shaker within the COTC. but he lud only been a member 
for about two mondts and he was unknown to McCarty 
before he acted on the church's gospel. 

Welcoming d>e young lias proved to be a savvy strategy of die COTC "It's 
lard to get a lot of old-line KJarutnen to land out newspapers, but you can get 
logrdicr four or five skinheads, and dtcyll put out 2,000 pieces of literature in 
a ncigltboihood." says Klanwatcli chief investigator Joe Roy. Tccn-agen arc 
also elTcctiye at fulfilling racism's ultimate goals. As COTC founder Ben Klav 
sen wrote in 1988. die movement warns to get "rid or Jews and non white 
races through "murder, treachery, lying, deceit, mass killing, whatever it takes 
to win." Unlike seasoned hate mongers, skinheads are impatient for change. 
"Kids get frustrated, U»cy don't want to wait; Uicy arc liandvon people," Roy 
says. 

Tlic COTCs largest "lands on" youth followings have been in Milwaukee 
and Toronto. At its peak last year, the Milwaukee chapter had about 80 active 
members and an aggressive leader. Matk Wilson (also known as Rev. Brandon 
O'Rourke—many COTC devotees use pseudonyms in an attempt to foil po¬ 
lice). Several of Wilson's followers arc Wltiic Berets, members of die COTCs 
security forces. According to McCany, the White Bereu are an "elite unit" 
who "protect (COTC) members and Uicir property from harm." Asked 
whctlicr litc White Berets arc armed, lie laugiu and responds: "in ways." The 
COTC contingent in Milwaukee has run a "while survivor hot line" and hasted 
overseas supporters at paramilitary training courses that feature pkluret of 
blacks and Jews as targets, according to a British Informant. Hate-group moni¬ 
tor* also suspect that die chapter runs guns from Wisconsin across the Canadi¬ 
an border. 

The Canadian group, about 100 strong, is led by George Burdi, wlio calls 
liimsdf die Rev. Eric Hawd tonic, a 2^-ycar-oid bodybuilder and college drop¬ 
out with a pendum for quoting Nietzsche. In a telephone interview. Burdi 
oyi concern over immigration, miiluculiuralism. unemployment and die envi¬ 
ronment are all strong drawing cards. "Theft's a tremendous amount of sup- 
port" for die COTC message, says Burdi. adding dial lie's looking for "a I ugli¬ 
er quality of person dal's talented, educated, middle- and upper-class wlto (is) 
a* concerned about what’s going on as we arc." 

Tile spirit of COTC youth is apparent in die music of Canada's RAHOWA 
(rhymes will* aloha) roti band. Burdi, its lead singer, believes dial his music is 
powerful propaganda for die '90*. lire popular group's recordings are re¬ 
leased on his Resistance Record label, which tolls "pure racialist rock." (To 
dodge Canada's strict ami-lute laws, the mail-order company is based in De¬ 
troit) In an interview for a recent MTV special on lute rock. Burdi wld Uut

TO LEARN ABOUT THE ROOTS OF'THE CHURCH OK THE CREATOR, ONE HAS 
to iravd to western North Carolina, to the tiny rural town of Otto, just shy of 
die Georgia border. It's a pretty place, dotted with wildflowers and surround¬ 
ed by rolling hDls. TJ»e community, too small to be Incor¬ 
porated as a city, consists of a couple of gas stations, a few 
craft shops, a home-style restaurant, post office, flea mar¬ 
ket and country musk loll 

For more than a decade, it was also die home of Ben 
Klasscn, founder and driving force behind the Church or 
the Creator. Klauen, wlto first registered the COTC in 
1973 in Lighthouse Point. Fla., moved to Otto perma¬ 
nently in 1982. Tlicrc, on his 22-acre property, lie built a 
house of worship, an oddly shaped three-story church, 
complete widi die COTCs white-power insignia. He also 
built a small warehouse, for stockpiling die group’s exten¬ 
sive array of publications, and a little-used school for gifted 
(white) boys. 

According to townsfolk, Klasscn was intelligent, philo¬ 
sophical and quiet, a polite man who kept to himself. He 
lived with his wife and daughter in a large but simple 
A-frame home overlooking his church, in a secluded sub- 
development whose entrance bears the sign: PRIVATE 
ROAD. PROPERTY OWNERS ONLY. NOTRESPASSING. 

But if Klassen wasn't active in Otto, his ideas were wHI 
known around town. "I got along with Ben just fine Now, 
! sure didn’t gel along with ha beliefs, but 1 figured he lad a right to diem," 
ayij. J. Ayers, a Klasscn neighbor just back from Sunday service at die local 
Baptht church. "He'd get an stirred up about the n--—rs and die Jews—he 
hated them. And lie nude dut pretty clear," adds die 79-year-old farmer. Il*e 
community kft him to his own devkes. As one longtime resident of this dry 
Bible Beit county explained: "Our pastor told us just to sit still and not do 
anything and let God lake care ofiL" 

Ben Klasscn was bom In Ukraine to German-speaking Mennonite parents 
Hts family, described in his books as “early victims of Jewish Communism,'' 
lived briefly In Mexko and then moved to Canada, where he earned a degree 
in electrical engineering and a bachelor of arts. In 1945. Klasscn settled in 
die United States and became a citizen three years bter. He had a vancti 
career. He was a farmer, a schoolteacher, a nickel miner, an engineer, a real¬ 
tor and a Republican state assemblyman in Florida for a short time. Klasscn 
was also the inventor of one of the Tint electric can openers and. in later life, 
an accomplished oil painter. (Spcculatiun over where KJassen's money wa* 
made—lie admitted pouring a small fortune Into lire COTC—a divided be¬ 
tween the can opener and real estate.) But KJassen's greatest achievement, he 
believed, was creating a religion for the white race, a group he dubbed "Na¬ 
ture’s FinesL" 

Disillusioned by die ullracomcrvative John Birch Society, to which lie be¬ 
longed during die 1960s. and fed up with party politics after wot king on die 
1968 presidential campaign of George Wallace's American Independent 
Party, Klasscn developed his own ideology. In 1938, when lie was 20, tie lad 
borrowed "Mein Kampf ’ from die library. “Tlve book... was to influence niy 
life more than any odier,’* he wrote later. It took another 30 yean, but it was at 
dm young age tlut "the vague outlines" fur his "full-Hcdgcd racial religion for 
die White Volk" began to take shape, flat religion would became Creativity, i 
creed that maintains tliai one's race is one's religion. 

“It b lurd to tell at this point in history whether die n—-rs. or tlic Mexicans, 
or the Cubans, or die Haitians are the biggest direat to die While Race to 
America." wrote Klasscn In a July, 1990. issue of Racial Loyalty. point is 
they all arc. as are die. .. oilier mud races who are starving in their own coun¬ 
tries and want to gel on die backs of the White Man’s generous subsidy." 

Klasscn was not. by most accounts, a charismatic leader. In publk appear- 
ances. lie favored a bolo tie with the COTCs emblem and a painled-on Hitler- 
style mustache But he was a prolific writer. During his 20 years as head of die

Some of his boob are consid¬ 
ered classics in today's white- 
power movement, and Racial 
Loyalty n regarded as "good" 
lialc literature both In die 
United States and abroad, 
wiicre auclt publications are 
bard to come by: In Germany 
and Canada, for example, it b 
OlcgaL He paper Ins features 
like “Cupid's Comer," a 
matchmaking service for Find¬ 
ing the tight—white—mate: 
“\V)uic Men and Women, be 
fruitful and multiply! This 
planet b ail ounT •’ 

AJU tough Kiassen claimed 
tlui lu» creation was a religion, 
Ik I tad ntbuxi success convinc¬ 
ing government officials of 
that notion. In 1982. wlicn lie 
built Ids church in Otto, tltc 
organization was granted ux 
exemption "as a bona fide 
nonprofit religious organbo* 
lion" front the Nofth Carolina 
Department of Revenue—a 
"fan" Khvson deed repewcd- 
ly. Wlot KLssen Wed to make 
public, however, was dut die 
sole’s approval was contingent 
on a federal government rul¬ 
ing. and die 1RSI» no record 
of an exemption. 

But for about seven yearv 
Wasson's Ouo property did en¬ 
joy tax-exempt tutus, until 
Ridtard Ughutcr became die 
Macon County assessor, lit 
1987, Ugh met waned an in* 
vobgauon, which concluded m 
1980 that d« Church of die 
Creator was not.

In a tunic den dragged on 
fur four yean, die county final¬ 
ly succeeded «n revoking Was- 


acn s tax-exempt prupeny sta¬ 
tus In November. 1901. 
Klaucn tud invoked freedom 
of speech and religion in his 
opposition to the inquiry. "We 
contend dut die persecution 
of our religion. Creativity, and 
our church, Uk Church of iIk 
C reator, n nothing more, nor 
b ii anything less, titan a malev¬ 
olent, nulidous wt:d i hunt, an 
Inquisition reminiscent of dw 
Dark Ages," Kiassen wrote In 
1990. In an anu'ciimauc end¬ 
ing, lie failed to appear In 
Court. 

Lightner says it was not 
moral outrage that motivated 
Iliro ro pursue dK matter. U 
was lu* compulsion to follow 
die ux codes to die letter.

basori Wluic Aryan Resistance, 
but dicy were growing doiOu- 
sioned. In die Ue '80s. Metz¬ 
ger was embroiled in a lawsuit 
dut revealed he had spent 
their contributions on such 
personal Items as a luirpiecc. 
They were auraelcd to KJuv- 
sen's pliUosopliy and liia em¬ 
phasis on physiol training foe 
the race war. In “On die Brink 
of a fUoody Racial War," pub¬ 
lished Urn year, Kiassen im¬ 
plores "die youngeT genera¬ 
tion" to “pursue our goal with 
a militancy, energy and dedica¬ 
tion that win drive our congen¬ 
ital enemies into oblivion." 

Kiassen was also looking for 
a wonliy successor. Tom Mea¬ 
ger says KJaisen repeatedly 
courted I vim to take die reins, 
but Ik declined became "there 
were some problems. It’s a 
church to stan with, and I 
wouldn't want to be allied with 
a church." Kiassen dicn made 
several iniutcpa in cltommg 
the next Pimiifcx Maximus. 
First, there was die announce¬ 
ment dial Rudy (Hutdt) Scan- 
ko, a Colorado-based felon, 
had been dwacti. Stanko. wlm 


I tad been convicted of idling 
tainted mat to schools, want¬ 
ed t»» rcl»v:atc die COTC to 
the Rocky Mountains, but 
Kiassen opposed die move. So 
Stanko declined the offer. 
Then die re was discussion in 
May last year dot COTC Rev. 
Charles Altvatcr, a Baltimore 
poza-defivery man. would take 
over- But Kiassen again 
dunged his mind. ‘Hut deci¬ 
sion proved peiftaps a wise 
one: otx mondvs bier. Altvatcr 
landed inJaQ for attempting to 
bomb a police officer's home. 

In June km year, the COTC 
did move—briefly—to Mil¬ 
waukee and was led by Mark 
Wibon. Wilson, who saved as 
Pontifex Maximus Tor about 
six morula, was likely reward¬ 
ed for his efToxts in recruiting 
dozens of newcomers to die 
COTC But Kiassen, who was 
supposed to tiave retired upon 
Wilson's appointment, was still 
calling the shots. For reasons 
that remain undear, kiassen 
apparently became disillu¬ 
sioned with Wilson, and the 
25-year-oW -lid not last long as 
the COTC liighDriest. 

Tljcn. out of die blue dus 
January, Kiassen selected an 
unknown: Rkk McCarty. 
McCarty ays lie learned about 
die COTC from watching 
"CcroJdo“ and was intrigued. 
"I’d never heard of die 
Church of die Creator," re¬ 
calls McCarty, wlto says he 
"wasn't really into" racism at 
that lime. "But I’ve always 
been Interested in religions, 
and with nr/ background in 
psychology. I drought. iKy. 
isn't tint perfect?" 

On Ills way bock from a 
business trip to Quriouc last 
October, McCarty called on 
Kiassen. Tlie bydiett belea¬ 
guered leader lamented I us in¬ 
ability to find a replacement, 
and McCarty says Ik cheered 
up Kiassen with his ideas for 
ensuring Uk group’s econom¬ 
ic security. Not tong after that, 
McCarty got die nod 

Along with the COTCs 
problems. Kiassen faced per¬ 
sonal (lifliculiies In 1992. Hb 
wife of many decades died af¬ 
ter a long batde with cancer. 
In July, he sold mroi of his 
compound, including die 
church and school, to a former 
leader of Uk American Na/i 
Party. Although the Otto 
headquarters lad never been a 
hive of activiry. lie firmly be¬ 
lieved Ik liad "succeeded in 
Caniinusd on }6 
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juicy orchestration or flavors 
and texture. Potato-basil can¬ 
nelloni, starchy as it sounds, 
actually works with its acconv 
pairing sauteed scallops and

Tltings definitely begin to 
look up widi Use main couiv 
cs, such as a serious carni¬ 
vore’s plate of rare roast beef 
and a wonderfully appealing 
special of salmon encrusted 
with finely chopped mush¬ 
rooms. Grilled Italian sausage 
on a bed of polenta makes a 
satisfying fustic supper. Slices 
of pork tenderloin are 
arranged atop homey 
mashed potatoes. Bill when 
every other dish sports the 
layered look, it quickly 
becomes overworked. Bread¬ 
ed veal on too of pale fcuuc- 
cine is a good example. A few 
bites, and your plate looks 
much the way it did when 
your mother cut up your food 
iuryoiL 

Chicken pot pic, always a 
favorite of mine, looks cute 
with its browned pillow of 
puff pastry. 'Hie big chunks 
of thicken are moist, die veg¬ 
etables at dtnle. but alas, 
everything is cloaked in a 
pasty sauce Out had dried up 
in the oven. Back to the draft¬ 
ing board with that one. 

The star of the dessert 
menu is the dark caramelized 
forte tat in made with fat 
wedges of apple. Both the 
lemon tart, with a glassy emu 
of caramelized sugar on top. 
and the warm bread pud¬ 
ding. studded with pears and 
served with a liule pitcher of 
nutmeg-scented cream, run a 
dose second.

Over Leadership Change 

Founder Ben Klassen Slill Manipulating COTC Behind the Scenes 


O The Church or the Creator—in turmoil for 
months as leader Ben Klassen scrambled to dis¬ 
tance himself from a racial murder committed 
by one of his “ministers' in 1991—has taken a 
strange new turn in recent weeks. 

In January, Klassen, who claimed to retire 
last June, abruptly moved COTC's headquarters 
from Milwaukee, Wis. to Niceviile. a small town 
in the Florida panhandle, and named Richard 
Lane McCarty, 39, an unknown in the white 
supremacist movement, as the new "Pontifex 
Maximus," or leader of the organization. 

The move has opened a deep rift between 
McCarty forces and the thriving Milwaukee 
COTC faction, headed by KJassen's previous 
hand-picked successor, Mark Wilson, alias Bran¬ 
don O'Rourke. 

Little is known about Klassen‘s reasons for 
withdrawing his support from Wilson and turning 
the group over to McCarty. But it is widely 
believed that his frantic search for a successor dur¬ 
ing the past year is directly tied to his fear of being 
held liable for the murder of a black man, Petty 
Officer 3rd Class Harold Mansfield, by COTC 
’minister' Cecrge Loeb in Jacksonville, Fla. 

Since the Loeb conviction in 1992. Klassen 
has stepped up his retirement plans and sold, at 
least on paper, his COTC world headquarters in

personal fortune from COTC finances. 

McCarty's appointment, combined with 
the speed of the move from Wisconsin to Flori¬ 
da. indicates that the 75-year-old Klassen, far 
from retired, still manipulates the radical orga¬ 
nization he founded 20 yean ago.

"THIS PLANET IS ALL OUR-S" 

Among white supremacist groups 
operating in the United States, the 
Church of the Creator is in a category 
of its own—as fiercely anti Christian as 
it Li racist and anti-Semitic. 

With COTC, KJasscn founded an 
ego-driven, one-man "religion" based 
on die worship of the white race, and 
not coincidentally, of Klassen hunself as 
tire creator of the twisted faith he fash¬ 
ioned in his own image in 1973. As a 
bonus, Klassen found that by calling his 
new hate group a church he could 
claim tax exempt status. 

The ideology of COTC is crudely 
racist, but it reserves its most virulent 
hatred for Jews. Christianity is derided 
in Klasscn's numerous essays and 
books as a collection of superstitions 
and timid values created by Jews to 
control and ultimately destroy the 
white race. 

Racial holy war, or RAHOWAI in 
COTC vernacular, is the central theme 
as well as the rallying cry of the Creativi¬ 
ty faith. The Church's longed-for world¬ 
wide white revolution seeks the elimina¬ 
tion ofjews, blacks and other minorities 
through “murder, treachery, lying, 
deceit, mass killing, whatever it takes to 
win." 

Unlike some hate groups, notably 
die Aryan Nations, COTC is not satis¬ 
fied with a mere whites-only homeland 
in the Pacific Northwest. "This planet," 
Klassen has written, "is all ours." 

COTC's hateful creed has drawn 
a sordid band of followers dominated 
by the violence-prone Skinheads and 
prisoners whom Klassen has actively 
recruited for several years. Overall, the 
group has a few hundred members, 
many of whom belong to the COTC 
Brotherhood in prison, and chapters 
in about 20 stales and several fortig. 
countries.

Alluding in the Church’s tabloid 
Racial Loyalty to the "Rudy Stanko fias¬ 
co,* Klasscn then picked COTC ‘rev¬ 
erend* Charles Altvater^of Baltimore, 
Md. But by June 1992, Altvater, report¬ 
edly by mutual consent, was out and 
Wilson (O’Rourke) was in. November's 
Racial Loyally announced, "We are back, 
stronger than ever and will 
continue to print the 
truth.* 

The 
issue was the 
first of only 
two Racial Loyal 
tys with a Milwau 
kee address, By 
February, COTC’s 
headquarters were in 
Florida. The young, inex 
perienced Wilson had been 
Pon tifex Maximus just over ffS 
six months. 

Unlike his predeces 
sors, Wilson reportedly did not willingly 
surrender the leadership role. 

Wilson loyalists may have even 
planned to stage a desperate last 
minute coup during a late January 
meeting with McCarty at a Milwaukee 
hotel. The plan was accidentally 
thwarted when police, unaware of the 
meeting, arrested three Wilson follow¬ 
ers on concealed weapons charges in 
the hotel parking lot. 

The Milwaukee faction, accord¬ 
ing to a law enforcement official who 
monitors COTC, is now *in turmoil and 
a total state of shock. They are still loyal 
to Klass cn. but they believe he’s senile 
and being exploited by McCarty.* 

In addition to spreading tales pf 
Klassen's senility, Wilson and his follow¬ 
ers have reportedly lobbied White 
Aryan Resistance leader Tom Meager 
to take over COTC. But the former Cali¬ 
fornia Klansman is unlikely to find the 
offer attractive, particularly in view of 
his own legal troubles. 

It is more likely that Wilson’s fac- 
don trill soon split from COTC, possibly

DR. WHO?

format and a Niceville address, but 
offers few clues about the new leader's 
identity or background. 

The issue includes a letter from 
Klasscn introducing McCarty and 
announcing his appointment, effective 
Jan. 25, as Pondfex Maximus and execu¬ 
tive director of COTC Klassen’s letter 
said McCarty's term will end in the year 
2000 . 

McCarty is a onetime telemarketer, 
who, according to Klassen's letter, has a 
background in business and psychology. 

Court records show McCarty was 
arrested In 1985 on charges (later 
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dropped) that he operated a telemar¬ 
keting scam out of Birmingham, Ala., by 
claiming to sell distributorships for a 
major soft drink company. 

With no known racist background, 
McCarty now heads one of the most mil¬ 
itant groups in the white supremacist 
movement. 

THE "SULTAN OF SODOMY" 

Like most leaders in the white 
supremacist movement, Klassen has 
made enemies over the years. 

Among the most 
tenacious of 
Klassen’s detrac¬ 
tors is fellow 
North Car¬ 
olinian and 
neo-Nazi 
activist Harold 
Covington. 

In his publica¬ 
tions, Covington has 
regularly accused Klassen 
of being both Jewish and 
homosexual. The “Sultan 
of Sodomy" is one of Cov¬ 
ington's less vulgar epithets 
for Klassen, who has denied 
that he is gay or Jewish in Racial Loy¬ 
ally editorials. 

Ed Novak, Illinois Crand Drag¬ 
on for the Arkansas-based Knights of 
the Ku KJux Klan, has exchanged 
barbs with Klasscn, chiefly over 
COTC's anti-Christian position. In a 
vaguely threatening letter to Racial Loy¬ 
ally in 1989, Novak called Klassen 'anti- 
Christ scum." An editor's note to the 
letter called Novak “Dicknose* and 
reminded him that "we know where you 
live, and even your Jesus has to sleep 
sometime." / 

Klassen is not without allies in the 
movement, among them National 
Alliance leader William Pierce and 
WAR founder Tom Metzger. 

In an oddly prophetic letter to 
Klassen a year ago, Pierce, an enigmat¬ 
ic and reclusive neo-Nazi intellectual 
who lives'in rural Pocahontas County, 
W.Va., wrote about ‘mutinous conspir¬ 
acies” he/had weathered in his own 
organization. Pierce also commiserated 






wiUi Klassen about the "difficult time" 
he was having finding a new Pontifex 
Maximus. 

Two months later. Pierce alleged- 
ly bought KJasscn's Otto, N.C. com¬ 
pound for $100,000. Earlier this year, 
Pierce put the property back on the 
real estate market for nearly $300,000. 

For several yeans Racial Loyally has 
carried advertisements for Pierce's 
widely-read racist novels, The Turner 
Diaries and Hunter, alongside ads for

Another ally ivMetageP, who regu¬ 
larly criticizes an/l t\ocks most white 
supremacist movement leaders, but has 
never taken on Klassen. 

Ironically, COTC was the chief 
beneficiary of Metzger’s legal woes that 
stemmed from the 1988 murder of an 
Ethiopian man by Skinheads in Port¬ 
land, Ore. Metzger's popularity with 
neo-Nazi Skinheads nose-dived after 


trial testimony revealed he had used 
WAR funds to pay personal expenses. 

After a jury in 1990 found Metzger 
and his son John liable for the murder 
and returned a $12.5 million judgment, 
COTC picked up scores of disillusioned 
WAR Skinheads. In some cases whole 
WAR chapters became COTC chapters. 

The period was one of spectacular 
growth for COTC. Membership dou¬ 
bled and chapters sprang up overnight 
Stanko was set to lake over as Pontifex 
Maximus as soon as he got out of 
prison. 

But the heyday was short-lived, 
lasting only from late 1990 to early 
1991, and ended nearly as abruptly as it 
began. The murder committed by Loeb 
on May 17, 1991 changed everything for 
the Church of the Creator. 

UPHEAVAL AND UNCERTAINTY 

When Loeb shot Mansfield to 
death in a grocery store parking lot he 
set in motion the upheaval and uncer¬ 
tainty that persist at COTC today. 

Klassen is on his fourth Pondfex 
Maximus and his second nadonal head¬ 
quarters in Jess than two years. Some of 
the group's most energede and radical 
members are threatening to boll and 
Klassen's most recent heir, a nobody in 
the white supremacist movement, may 
find “Pondfex Maximus" a foolish tide 
for a grown man. McCarty signs his let¬ 
ters "Executive Director. “ 

COTC's immediate prospects are 
fairly easy to predict. Recruiting efforts 
nationwide are likely to increase as 
McCarty tries to offset possible member¬ 
ship losses and Florida’s panhandle, 
home to few hate groups in recent 
years, will undoubtedly see more activi¬ 
ty- 

Long-run predictions for COTC 
are more difficult. Much depends on 
KJassen's new leader. 

“At this point, an internal power 
struggle could cause COTC to splinter," 
says Klanwatch Director Danny Welch. 
“But if McCarty turns out to be a strong, 
charismatic leader like Klassen, the 
group could easily play an even more 
prominent role in the white 
supremacist movement." • 


Identity Minister's Church 
and Property Seized 

B FT. COLLINS. Colo.—Authori¬ 
ties seized Chrutian Identity minister 
Pete Peters' bank accounts, his 
church and some of its possessions 
Feb. 26 to satisfy a more than 
$10,000 fine for violating state elec¬ 
tion laws. 

Since then, the flamboyant 
LaPorte Church of Christ "minister" 
has lived oflf and on at the church, 
vowing to fight to the death before 
surrendering the building. 

Peters, 46, failed to file finan¬ 
cial disclosure papers after buying 
advertisements opposing a proposed 
gay rights ordinance in 1988. 

No date has been set to auction 
the property. The penalty for violating the law increases by $10 each day the 
fine remains unpaid. 

Despite Peters’ grandstanding, law enforcement officers have given him 
a key to the church and allowed him to come and go freely. Peters has con¬ 
ducted regular services there since the property was taken over by the state. 

Peters is a prominent figure in Christian Identity, a movement based on 
a pseudo-religion that holds that Aryans are the chosen people of Cod, Jews 
are children of Satan, and other minorities are sub-human. 

Peters edits a monthly Identity newsletter, Scriptures for America, and sells 
tapes of his radio programs, videotapes, and pamphlets. 

His annual Rocky Mountain Bible Retreat last October drew about 160 
Identity followers from 30 sates. Among those attending were longtime white 
supremacist Louis Beam and Aryan Nations founder Richard Buder. Plans to 
support jailed white supremacist Randy Weaver, whose August standoff with 
federal agents at his Idaho cabin left three dead, dominated the gathering. 

Peters gained notoriety after it was learned that members of The 
Order, a violent Aryan Nations splinter group, attended services at his 
church in 1984. •

Southern Poverty Law Center's major 
claims against the Metzgers raised no 
First Amendment problems, the court 
rejected the Metzgers’ eleventh hour 
attempt to inject new issues into the 
case. 

Metzger attorney Reed Lee of 
Chicago argued during the Dec. 16 
appeal hearing that the Metzgers, who 
were in California at the time of the 
Portland killing, had not incited the 
Skinheads to commit murder. The jury 
in 1990 found that the Metzgers sent 
their agent to Portland to organize acts 
of violence against minorities, resulting 
in Seraw's wrongful death.

Dave Mazella testified in the dvil 
trial that as the then 19-year-old vice- 
president of the Aryan Youth Move¬ 
ment he went to Portland to organize a 
Skinhead group for the Metzgers. 
While staying in constant contact with 
the Metzgers, Mazella trained the East 
Side White Pride Skinheads to promote 
WAR ideology through distribution of 
the Metzgers.' tabloids, recruitment of 
new members and attacks on minori¬ 
ties, according to court testimony. 

Mazella told the jury that he used 
WAR and AYM publications supplied 
by the Metzgers in training. One issue 
featured a story about white youths 
hunting down minorides and breaking 
their bones. 

The 27-year-old Seraw was blud¬ 
geoned with a baseball bat and kicked 
with steel-toed boots by three Skirts 
heads who left him lying on the street ' 
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with a crushed skull. Seraw was saying 
good-bye to two friends who gave him 
a ride home when the attack occurred 
on Nov. 12, 1988. Metzger praised the 
Skinheads for the lulling, saying they 
did a “civic duty." 

In the 1990 SPLC suit on behalf 
of the Seraw family, the jury ordered 
Tom Metzger to pay 55 million, John 
Metzger to pay SI million, WAR to pay 
S3 million and two of the convicted 
Oregon Skinheads, Kyle. Brewster and 
Kenneth Mieske, to pay $500,000 each.

The Metzgers' house, business, 
bank accounts and other assets were 
seized after the verdict to help satisfy 
the civil judgment, with proceeds 
going to a Seraw estate trust. The ver¬ 
dict will allow Seraw’s estate to collect a 
portion of the Metzgers' income for 
the next 20 years. 

The Metzgers still operate a tele¬ 
phone hotline and publish their WAR 
newspaper, but (hey have lost influ¬ 
ence in the white supremadst move¬ 
ment, said K1 an watch Chief Investiga¬ 
tor Joe Roy. "Metzger’s financial 
problems kept him from publishing 
his newspaper for almost a year, and 
he doesn't travel around the country 
making speeches the way he did before 
we took him to court," Roy said. 

The dvil trial revealed that Met¬ 
zger spent much of the money that 
WAR followers contributed to him on 
personal expenses. Metzger, who had 
accused minorities of living off Ameri¬ 
can taxpayers through government 
assistance programs, applied for and 
received welfare payments after the 
vjcizure of jus assets. •

The KLASSEN complex consists of <bne two-story church building, 
a ranch style house behind the cljmrch, and another small building 
in front of the church. The entire complex is fenced in and a 
boarded fence restricts view of -the structures. A warning sign 
is posted to the only noticeable|driveway into the complex and 
states to the effect that permission is needed to enter upon 
the premises. 


I I the Volunteer Fire Department, 

Otto, N.C., advised that he believes membership in THE CHURCH 
OF THE CREATOR, INC., is loss th^»n 15 in number and that he has 
never noticed more than two or three cars at any one time at the 
KLASSEN complex. The complex ha£ been the target of some local 
people on several occasions, with no serious damage to the 
property to date. 


Charlotte obtained copies of the articles of INCORPORATIOI 
OF THE CHURCH OF THE CREATOR, INC., which are on file with the 
Department of the Secretary of Sjtate, Raleigh, N.C. A copy of 
those articles is enclosed. KLASSEN'S corporation is a 
non-profit organization whose purpose is "the dissemination, teachii 
and promotion of the religious beliefs of the incorporators". 

The corporation’s objective is "jto bring the benefits of their 
religious teachings and beliefs to all the areas of the world". 


The copy of the pamphljst, "What is Creativity All About?" 
id. In that pamphlet, KLASSEN'S creativity program is 
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described as “a powerful religious creed and program established 
for the survival, expansion and cidvancement of the great White 
Race exclusively". The pamphlet|also includes an order form 
through which several books written by KLASSEN could be obtained. 

Newspaper articles from the"Asheville Citizen*,' Asheville, 
N.C. , dated 12/17/86 and 12/18/86, described a shooting incident 
Tffvolving a minister^ahd security guard at THE CHURCH OF THE 
CREATOR. CHARLES CA MESSICK w as|found guilty on 12/16/86 of 
firing into an occupied vehicle ^nd two counts of assault with 
a deadLy weapon stemming from a June 14, 1986, incident at the 
church. MESSICK fired 19 shots into a vehicle occupied by a 
Georgia couple after they had stopped at 3:30 A.M., near the 
church. MESSICK had been sleeping in the nude on the church deck 
when he was awakened by voices. |The couple was lost and had 
stopped to mix a drink when MESSICK opened fire, flattening 
tires, puncturing the radiator and knocking out a headlight. 

MESSICK said he was aiming only to disable the car so that he 
could hold the occupants until police officers could arrive 
and arrest the"trespassing" couple. MESSICK claimed he was an 
expert marksman and served 12 yeiirs in elite units q£ the Navy, 
Marine Corps, and Army Reserve. 

KLASSEN was called as a witness during MESSICK 1 S trial 
by MESSICK, but KLASSEN refused to reveal his church membership. 

"My religious activities and beliefs are not subject to discussion 
in this court", KLASSEN said. 

On December 17, 1986, MESSICK was sentenced to three 
years in prison for firing 19 shots into an occupied vehicle 
and two years on each of two counts of assault with a deadly 
weapon. The sentences are to run consecutively.

"CREATIVITY" CENTER. THE KLASSEN COMPLEX CONSISTS OF ONE 
TWO-STORY CHURCH BUILDING, A RANCH-STYLE HOUSE BEHIND THE 
CHURCH, AND ANOTHER SMALL BUILDING IN FRONT OF THE CHURCH, 
THE ENTIRE COMPLEX IS FENCED IN, AND A BOARDED FENCE 
RESTRICTS VIEW OF THE STRUCTURES. A V7ARNING SIGN IS POSTED

This, our second publication. is a companion book in our first. 
NATURE’S ETERNAL RELIGION, lirsl published on February 21. 
197}. In Ihe firs' hook we laid down Ihe fundamental creed and program 
of our religion, CREATIVITY and thereby founded Ihe CHURCH OF 
THE CREATOR. In this second book we build on the creed of the first, 
reinforce that creed, amplify and expand it into new dimensions. 

Whereas NATURE’S ETERNAL RELIGION was basically 
concerned wilh race and religion as it applied to the While Race, in this. 
THE WHITE MAN’S BIBLE, we expand this concern to out physical 
health and well being, as well as Ihe protection of our soil and 
environment on a worldwide basis. We believe these areas of concern are 
extremely important to the survival, expansion and advancement of the 
White Race—espeeially so since we consider the whole Planet Earth as 
Ihe one ant) only home of the While Race. We can therefore say that in 
CREATIVITY we have a truly all-inclusive religion, a four dimensional 
religion bated upon Ihe philosophy of A Sound Mind fa a Sound Body In 
• Sound Society in a Sound Environment. 

THE CHURCH OF THE CREATOR was founded with the 
puhhpeimn of NATURE’S ETERNAL RELIGION in February of 1973. 
'Tie'll was incorporated as a non-profit religious organization tales that year 
and we received a charter from the State of Florida nn August 16. 1973. 
We applied for and received a letter of Tax Exempt Status fromthe I.R.S. 
on May 30, 1974. Because of the animosity of the Jew-controlled 
government that status has been under attack for Ihe last year, in 
violation of the First Amendment Rights under the Constitution. As we 
go to press we still have that tax exempt status. With your support, we 
mean to exercise our First Amendment rights. Jews or no Jews, as all 
costs. Anyone who denies us those rights is violating theConstitution and 
L thereby themselves become arch-criminals, to be hunted down and 
brought to justice the same as any other common criminal. 


Since publishing NATURE’S ETERNAL RELIGION this book 
has gone out all over the world and we have supporters and 
correspondents all the way from New Zealand.

The intervening years since 1973 have been 
extremely productive in the response and feedback f have received from 
our thousands of readers, supporters and church members. To my 
surprise, 99% of that response has been favorable, most of it extremely 
enthusiastic. I now know we are on the right track and that we can build a 
worldwide religious movement for Ihe survival, expansion and 
advancement or the White Race such as our race has never ever even 
vdreamed of before I am now convinced that in CREATIVITY we have 
the Total Program, Ihe Final Solution, Ihe Ultimate Creed. The response 
from our White Racial Comrades has thoroughly confirmed my 
conviction that in the creed and program of CREATIVITY lies Ihe road 
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to the resurrection and redemption of the White Race. 

From the traditions of Ancient Rome, not the Catholic Church, we 
have adopted the title of ^on^fex Maximus as head of our church. Just as 
it was once the time honored title of the head of Ihe state religion in 
Ancient Rome, so are we now picking up the threads of history from that 
grand and glorious While civilization and marching forward to new 
heights, leaving the Dark Ages of Christianity and superslitulion behind 
us to build a finer race, a more beautiful civilization, and a better world. 

Each chapter illuminates a fundamental part of our creed and 
program and together they form the building blocks of our religious 
dogma.

Since the English language is devoid of a suitable word that includes 
both men and women (except perhaps the word "person" as used by the 
E. R. A. libbers) I repeatedly use the term While Man as an alternate tothe 
White Race In so doing. I want it understood I am using this word to 
include equally both White Men and White Women, and that I deem 
While Women of at least equal importance to our race. 

Many of the ideas expounded in this book are so totally unfamiliar 
lo most of our While Racial Comrades that I have deliberately used 
repetition and utilized it extensively, as I did in NATURE’S ETERNAL 
RELIGION. Just as in our early school days we were repeatedly drilled 
first in Ihe alphabet, then in words and spelling, in Ihe multiplication 
tables as well as other key tools of learning, so loo have I repeatedly 
hammered away from different angles at the key ideas, key issues, the 
natural laws lhal must become pan of ua. if tile White Race is to survive.

RECOGNIZING YOUR ENEMIES— 

A MATTER OF LIFE & DEATH 

Basics for survivaL The second dumbest creature on the face of the 
earth is the one who cannot recognize itsenemies. The most stupid of all is 
the one who will defend and collaborate with the very enemies that arc 
destroying it and its own kind. 

In the early 1960’s. I saw a science program on television that I have 
never forgotten. At that time, it had not especiallydawned on me that the 
Sermon on the Mount, advocating such advice as “love your enemies', 
“turn the other cheek", "resist not evil", was a real had, suicidal mesaage. 

Nature Lesson. The program that has stuck in my mind 
demonstrated a flock of newly hatched baby chicks, not more than a few 
days old. They were contained inacircularpen,probablyabout20fectin 
diameter, with the walls not more than a fool in hcighL At the center of 
this circular pen. wes ■ vertical pole probably t reel in height, with a 
horizontal arm extending out from the lop of the central pole ao that the 
arm could sweep horizontally over the pen in a rotary motion. 

The first scene showed the little chicks peacefully feeding in the pen. 
Then a wooden bird, having the outline of a Hying duck, waa attached to 
the end of the arm. The arm with the duck on the end of it was then swung 
round and round over the young chicks, simulating a duck flying over 
their heads. 

Completely unperturbed, the little chicks went on pecking at their 
food. When a wooden bird, with the outlinea of a flying goose was 
substituted for the duck, the same reaults ensued. The little chicks 
couldn't care less. 

Next, a wooden bird having the outlines of a hawk was similarly 
passed over their heads. Immediately the little chicks screamed with 
fright and scuttled fbr cover in a hutch in the center of (he pen. This, 
despite the fact that there waa not even a mother hen tn warn them, or 
relate her experience to the little chicks. 

Instinct Inborn. Inborn in those Utile chicks was the Instinctive 
recognition of Ihc hawk as lit natural enemy, instinctive fear and 
instinctive reaction loltccand take cover. Without any training, without 
any conscious thought processes, even a dumb chick, a few days old. 
recognized a clear and present danger—the chicken hawk—even though 
it wai only a simulated wooden outline of their enemy passing over their 
heads. 

This lesson impressed me considerably, and although at that time I 
had not recognized its full significance. I never forgot it. 

Natural Enemiea. Since then I have noted, from other forms of 








animal. bird, insect, nr reptile life, that just about every creature has one 
or more natural enemies, and that each and every one of them 
instinctively can recognize them almost as if they were picking them up on 
radar. A newly born fawn not only instantly recognizes the presence of a 
mountain lion in close proximity, but also knows what to do lo avoid 
being delected. It will, therefore, lie still and low in the grass and try to 
blend into the landscape. Since the fawn has no odor, it hopes it will not 
be detected by its predatory enemy. 

Similarly, practically every other creature, through sight and sense 
of smell, instinctively recognizes its enemies in short order and usually 
knows what to do to protect itself. Failure in this tremendously important 
function is fatal. A ground squirrel recognizes coyotes, dogs, hawks, 
eagles and several other natural enemies in a flash, and will usually dive 
for cover into its hole in the ground. Other birds, animals, fish, etc., use 
camouflage, a cover, and basically, fight or flight, as some of the many 
ingenious ways in protecting themselves from their enemies. 

White Man's Instinct Subverted. So now wc come to the species with 
which we are most concerned—the noblest and most intelligent of all 
creatures—the White Race. It. too, was born with natural instincts to 
recognize and protect itself from its enemies. However, when we examine 
the history of the White Race over the last two thousand years, its record 
in this area is so sorry that it is absolutely shameful. If you were to ask the 
average White Man who his natural enemies are, he wouldn’t even know 
what you were talking about, much less know how to protect himself. 

Our Natural Enemies. And who are his natural enemies? Number 
one on the list is the International Jew, the whole Jewish network, the Jew 
as an individual. Number two is the mass of colored races, whom we shall 
designate simply as the mud races. 

Dumb and Confused. About the dumbest creature In the world Is tbe 
one that will not only refuse lo defend itself against its enemies, but will 
rally to the defense of the very enemy that b actively engaged in a 
program to destroy it. As a famous doctor (about whom we will have 
more to say in a later chapter) said: “Alas, no fool is a bigger fool than the 
fool that fools himself". 

The present generation of the White Race fils this description lo a 
“T” Whereas, the Jew. for thousands of years, has waged conscious, 
deliberate, planned, effective warfare for the destruction and/or the 
mongrelization of the White Race, the present generation of the White 
Race bas been so confused, so befuddled, so indoctrinated with bad. 
erroneous ideas about race and religion, that the White Man himself is 
the Jew’s best and most effective ally in his own self-devlrucfion 

Origin of our Confusion. How did this come about* 1 Well, il’s a long 
•lory, and that, mostly, is what this book is all about Briefly, lei me say 
here that when the Jew sold the ancient Romans, the epitome of the 
White Race of that era, on Christianity, it was then that the big 


breakthrough was made. When the Jew convinced the Romans lo buy the 
poisonous advice contained in the Sermon On The Mount, namely to 
“love your enemies”, “turn the other cheek", “resist not evil”, then the 
Romans became ripe for destruction. 

Death of ihe Romans. Wc all know what happened to the Romani 
shortly after they were "converted" to Christianity. With their instincts 
deadened and their thinking perverted into worrying about the spooks in 
the sky instead of struggling for their own survival and advancement, 
they soon shrank into oblivion. They faded from the scene of history. 
They paid the penally of allowing themselves to be mongrelized and not 
recognizing their eternal enemy, the Jew. , 

Such are the consequences of not recognizing your enemy, and, of 
course, you can’t defend yourself against an enemy you can't, or won't, 
recognize. 

Our Avowed Purpose. It is the purpose of Ihe CHURCH OF THE 
CREATOR to again revive the healthy instincts with which Nature 
endowed even the White Race and to bring it back to sanity so that our 
people will not only recognize their enemies, but also learn to exercise 
their instinctive urge to overcome them. With all the remarkable 
attributes of intelligence, creativity, productivity with which Nature has 
so generously endowed the White Race, it will then have no problem 
promoting its own survival, expansion and advancement. 

While Race must Regain Its Senses. But fust. Ihe While Race must, 
like all Ihe other creatures, again learn lo recognize its enemies, or it is 
certain that it will soon be as extinct as the dodo and (he dinosaur. 

Let us again make this clear our every position is and must be from 
the While Man’s point of view. From Ihe White Man’s point of view the 
Jews, (he niggers, and Ihe mud races are Ms eternal natural enemies. This 
is as basic and unalterable as the conflict belween the pioneering mother 
and the rattlesnake. 

Either Or. At this crucial stage of world history, either the White 
Race will survive, or Ihe Jews and their enslaved mud races. It will be one 
or (he other, and this, too, is a grim unalterable fact of life, whether we 
like it or not. 

It b the suprewie purpose of the CHURC H OFTHE CREATOR to 
see to II that It will be the While Race that shall survive.

Must a Ho know how to defend ourselves. There is one more basic 
idea that I want to make abundantly clear at the outset. Looking at every 
issue from the White Mao’s point of view and clearly recognizing our 
enemies lays a firm basis for our philosophy, but.H Is not enough. We 
must now also know how to successfully defend ourselves from our 
enemies and overcome them. The key word is successfully.. 

White Tearowort. The answer to that problem, too, is simple and 
basic.

The life story of Adolph Hitler undoubtedly constitutes the most 
fantastic true romance of any story that has ever been written in Ihe 
history of mankind II is a true story, nol a fantasy conjured in the 
minds of story-tellers. It is a great eptc that has occurred within this 
present century and we can be proud that it has happened in our own 
time. 

To understand the story of Adolph Hitler we must First of all 
reach back Into the history of Germany itself, and even before lhat, 
the story of the German people.

Anyone who studies Ihe outcroppings of genius in the progress of 
the While Race cannot help but be impressed by the number of 
German names that predominate in any such list.
